Applicant's amendment of 8-26-03 has been fully considered. The amended claims and 
terminal disclaimer have overcome the previous rejections of 1 12/l st paragraph and double 
patenting. Thus, said rejections are withdrawn herein. Claims 5, 6, 8, 17, 18, 20, 29, 30, 32 have 
been cancelled, leaving claims 1-4, 7, 9, 13-16, 19, 21, 25-28, 31, and 33.

The invention is drawn to three specific substituted 
anilino-quinazoline compounds recited in claims 1,13, and 
25; their pharmaceutical compositions and methods of 
treatment. The closest references, Lackey et al. (CA 137: 
1 19644) and McClure et. al. (WO 02/02552 Al), teach those 
compounds. However, their publication dates and/or effective 
filing dates do not antedate the priority date of the instant 
application. Therefore, they are not competent prior arts. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Note, the reference of Lackey et. al. is actually a PCT publication of WO 02/56912 A2, 
which cannot be obtained. Thus, its chemical abstract is cited instead.
